Fire completely destroyed the lVr- 
kins brick building here at 6:30 o’clock 
this morning, entailing heavier finan­ 
cial loss than any blaze which has oc­ 
curred here since the cotton compress 
burned some four years ago. The build­ 
ing was owned by Mr. F. I). Perkins, 
who resides in .McKinney. 
It was bet­ 
ter known, however, as the Actin build­ 
ing, and was erected in 1874. 
It was 
a large structure, extending entirely 
through the block from Main to Bryan 
Btreet, on each-of which it fronted 50 
feet, with a side wall of 200 feet along 
Moseley. 
The first fioor.of the building was oc­ 
cupied by the First National Bank, J no.
